BN! fimd a spectacle Britain presents 
to the world! Hardly is a political 
uproar over before the next one begins.

What then, has all the fuss been 
about?

For example, the affair 
involving James Callaghan, the chan- 
cellor of exchequer, and Mr. Wilson was

In fact, it now costs 
exactly as much to go by train from 
Calgary to Winnipeg as it does to go 
from Calgary to Regina. To get from 
Calgary to Edmonton by train takes four 
hours and costs $9.75. It takes under an 
hour by plane for 4 fare of $13, When 
only incurable railway buffs ride trains, 
jobs of running crews bécome as 
redundant as those of the shop trades, 


The railways once handled large 
quantities of mail and express on their 
passenger trains. Mail subsidies were an 
important revenue producer which was 
lost when first class mail was converted 
to air mail. Without the mail cars, the 
passenger trains became bigger money 
losers. As passenger service was cut 
back, the express business lost a lot of 
its attraction for both railways and 
customers.

American Air Strikes Have Brought. the War to the Heart of North Vietnam’s Capital 


Swedish Journalist Describes 
American Air Raids on Hanoi 


HANOI—In the very heart 
of the North Vietnamese 
capital on Friday, ‘a missile 
hit the house belonging to the 
International - Control © C o m- 
mission (ICC), wounding two 
Indians. Another missile 
wrecked part of the house of 
the Soviet military attache. 

(A U.S. military spokesman 
in Saigon said U.S. planes 
bombed the previously un- 
touched Bacmai airfield Fri- 
day, one mile from the centre 
of the North Vietnamese capi- 
tal. 

(The U.S. spokesman said 
air force F-105 Thunderchiefs 
from Thailand cut the Bacmai 
runway and hit the airfield’s 
communications centre. He 
said the field is too small to 
handle jets, but*has been used 
by propellor-driven planes 
ferrying troops and supplies.) 

It is now noontime and we 


have had six raids so far. In ' 


the. third raid around 8 
o'clock, the planes dove 
towards the southern area of 
Hanoi and during the sixth 
attack—when I was down in 
that part of the city—the 
action was all around, with 
missiles criss-crossing the sky 
and bombs falling nearby in 
the southeastern districts. 
The river was about nine- 
tenths of a mile away; the 
planes could have been aiming 
ata river crossing, barges or 
some airfield further south, 


No Guns 


But blocks where the anti- 
personnel bombs_ spread 
showers. of piercing pellets 
were at least one kilometer 
from the riverside. I saw no 
guns, no. defense positions 
anywhere in that area.

Inside the 
building—a radio and com- 
munications centre—damage 
was limited but glass was all 
over the floors. 

(Radio Hanoi claimed U.S. 
jets struck the city’s diplo- 
matic quarter, killing one 
Indian member of the ICC 
and wounding another. 

(The Communist East Ger- 
man News Agency, ADN, in a 
report from the North Yjet-, 
namese capital identified” the 
diplomat as Mangal Chand. 
ADN said he was killed when 
American rockets hit the 
commission building. 

(Hanoi radio also charged 
the planes bombed the city’s 
residential area and a_hos- 
pital, killing several civilians.)

As man probes deeper and deeper into the oceans, 
two questions—bubble to the surface:.-What's down 


there? 


And whose is it? 


What's down in the deep sea beyond the terri- 
torial waters of the nations is a storehouse of valu- 


able resources. 


Surely oil and gas are there, and 


nodules have been found that contain manganese, 


‘fron, nickel, cobalt and other metals. 


Who should 
riches is a far more contro- 
versial question. It has 
aroused considerable interest 
at the United Nations among 
firms that hope to exploit the 


own these 


resources, among U.S. con- 
gressmen from _ sea-coast 


states and among those out- 
riders on onrushing .tech- 
nology, the dedicated national- 
ists and the dedicated 
internationalists. 

“Luxury-loving politicians in 
nations unable to contribute 
an iota of work or scientific 
research in exploration of the 
ocean floor are scheming to 
get their hands on what the 
United States will produce 
through_marvellous American 
hydrospace technology,’’ said 
a recent article in the ultra- 
conser v ative - publication 
Human Events. 

Aaron Danzig, a New York 
lawyer and official of the 
private World Peace Through 
Law Centre, looks at it the 
other way round. 

“Will the world watch hope- 
lessly,”” he asked recently, 
“while the. sea is carved to 
bits by nations and individuals 
intent _on their own private 
interest or will it be con- 
served for the benefit of all 
mankind, including the United 
States?"

North Pacific but, at the 
same time, it would find its 
freedém to operate in all 
oceans severely restricted” 
because “special purpose 
rights tend to become general- 
ized" and ‘‘jurisdiction fer one 
use tends to full sovereignty.

Christy claimed that such a 
system ‘‘would provide vir- 
tually no gains to the Soviet 
Union other than a sniall slice 
of the Northwest Pacific and 
the Barents Sea and Arctic 
Ocean, It is inconceivable that 
the Soviets would agree to a 
regime that would give them 
so little and the rest of the 
world so much.” —- 

Christy said that the most 
desirable system appeared to 
be a United Nations agency 
with jurisdiction over the deep 
sea beds and authority to 
collect rent or royalties from 
entrepreneurs. 


Complex Issue 

But the complexity_of ‘the 
problems caused -by poking 
into the deep sea beds is 
illustrated by the fact that 
while lawyer Danzig agreed 
with Christy about that, he 
said Christy was wrong about 
the Geneva convention. It 
didn't mean that nations could 
grab everything they could 
exploit, Danzig said;-it meant 
they could grab what they 
could exploit with 1958 tech= 
nology. 

Here are a few more worms 
the House _ subcommittee 
found in the can: 

—Title jurisdiction and 
sovereignty are not synony- 
mous. The United States, for 
instance, doesn’t have sov- 
ereignty over its continental 
shelves. 

The Malta proposal might 
give the UN jurisdiction or 


title or sovereignty or some- 
thing over fish and minerals 
in the water as’ Well as over 
the sea bed resources. 

—Although the ocean 
bottom resources may be of 
immense value in theory, it-is 
not clear that they would be 
worth the cost of getting them 
out. 

—Companies that may be 
able to exploit the sea in the 
future might be so put off by 
adoption of the Malta proposal 
that exploitation would be 
slowed down, thus defeating 
the purpose of the plan. 


Another Thread 


Running through the House 
hearings was. another thread 
invisible to the public eye, 
Executive- branch witnesses 
testified in closed session on 
matters affectiong the 
national security. Chairman 
Fascell gave one hint of the 
subject matter when he said 
it is common knowledge that, 
many nations are using the 
deep ocean beds for military 
purposes, 


The executive branch’s gen- 
eral position was that it 
opposed the Malta proposal as 
premature but that the house 
resolutions countering it 
might be unnecessary. The 
government, it was indicated, 
had proposals of its own.

N.W.T. Claims 
Right 
To Resources 


By JIM OSBORNE 

YELLOWKNIFE, N. W. T. 
(CP) — The federal government 
was called on Monday to ac- 
knowledge that vast natural re- 
source wealth in the North is 
the property of the Northwest 
Territories. 

The 12member territorial 
council voted unanimously to 
ask Ottawa to become the trus- 
tee of N.W.T. resources — be- 
lieved the largest potential re- 
source reservoir in Canada— 
and ‘that control be transferred 
when the territories become a 
province. 

Councillor Bob Williamson, 36, 
@ university of Saskatchewan 
professor living at Rankin Inlet 
on the Hudson Bay coast, said 
control of natural resources was 
a constitutional matter which 
had given ownership to prov- 
inces. 

Thé federal government 
claims the N.W.T. will not 
achieve provincial status until it 
can pay its own way, he said. 
But the N.W.T. cannot pay its 
way until, like the provinces, it 
controls its own natural re 
sources. 

In -earlier council sessions, 
members took exception to 
Northern Affairs Minister 
Laing’s statements that N.W.T. 
resgurees must, in the foresee- 
able future, remain the property 
of all Canadians>Mr. Laing, due 
here Wednesday, had also pre- 
dicted that in three years re- 
source production in the ‘Territo- 
ries. would increase to $100,- 
000,000 from $70,000,000. 

Lyle Trimble, 32, of Aklavik, 
said Monday the N.W.T. must 
have control of its natural re- 
sources if the country is to de- 
velop and the population ex- 
pand. 


BASED ON REPORT 


The Carrothers commission 
report last year on development 
of N.W.T. government said 
members were not prepared at 
the time to make recommenda- 
tions on ownership of natural 
resources, 

Several councillors said in in- 
terviews outside council that if 
trusteeship were agreed to, it 
also would infer Ottawa intends 
to eventually grant provincial. 
status. 

Council also called for a com- 
plete report by. Commissioner 
Stuart Hodgson, and a full dis- 
cussion at the council’s Febru- 
ary session, on a $5,000,000 vil- 
lage being built for a group of 
Indians in which some say they 
will not live. 

Councillor David Searle said 
he had -been informed. by sever- 
al residents of Rae, 60 miles 
northwest of Yellowknife, that 
they will not move ‘to the new 
town being built about four 
miles across an inlet of Great 
Slave Lake.

Small Business 
Appeal To Sharp

A small plea for the small businessman is con- 
tained in the recent submission to Finance Minister 
Sharp on the Carter commission proposals for 
taxation. 


This often overlooked segment of independent entrepre- 
neurship gets little vuice in the general run of comment on 
issues of the day, but a large and influential group has made 
a gesture of concern for it. 


The Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants spoke 


out ‘agdinst’ many Carter proposals Monday, a_ specific 


t pee crineism directed at a system which would 
make tax reporting harder for the 
iné vidual. 


It also finds commission proposals for 
small business by means of capital cost 
concessions would not be of much help to 
the small business, the institute said. 

F In fact such a system would only add to 
the problems already faced - by small 
business operations, it is said, pointing out 
that capital cost concessions would be of 

eas assistance where there had been significant 
ent fixed asset acquisitions. 

“They are of little help however if profits are smal] in 
early years or if a business has not purchased substantial 
amounts of depreciable property.” 

What it calls the “capital market bias against new and 
small businesses” could be overcome through direct financial 
aid in the form of low cost loans or low rental of premises or 

facilities, the institute, suggested. 

Otherwise, the Cacter view would have small business 
taxed at the same“rate as the huge corporations in order to 
eliminate duality of assessment, and even Carter finds that 
would be unduly hard.

In what can only be deemed unbiased fairness, the 

‘ chartered accountants pointed out to Mr. Sharp that if Carter 

proposals were adopted the cost of administrative services to 

business generally would rise because it is through such 
services that the government would police the system. 

And it is surely in the interests of chartered accountants 
to have that kind of corporate service to perform. 

“Such costs are in effect a hidden. tax on Canadian 
industry and we thik it would be unfortunate if the 
government were to increase this load substantially, as would 
be required under the eommission’s proposals,” the CICA 
brief said. 

It would have been so much easier for the accountants to 
have embraced the Carter thesis and all the accounting 
complexities it entails, but how much more responsible they 
have been to keep thei~ objectivity.

Busy Bookies 


Disappearing 


By LORNE BRUCE 


EDMONTON (CP)—It used to be as easy to 
place a ket in Edmonton as to buy a pack of cigar- 
ettes. Now book-making here is at its lowest ebb in 
many years. = 

A survey of other major Western cities shows there is less 
difficulty placing bets but most of the action now is by 
telephone and bookies usually have a select clientele. 

The bookies generally dislike the new system. The 
telephone leaves them prey to welchers. In the old days it was 
cash on the line. 

In Edmonton 20 to 25 years ago it was possible to do 
business in a shop devoted exclusively to betting. Some bookies 
even made out receipts in duplicate, as they do in Las Vegas 
shops now, with a copy going to the bettor. They also distrih- 
uted mimeographed sheets giving the entries and morning odds. 

Now it’s almost impossible to find a bookie. The morality 
squad won’t make any estimate—but the general opinion is that 
there are at most half a dozen in Edmonton and these are 
extremely selective. 

Elsewhere in the West the bettor hasn’t much difficulty 
rotting his money down, providing he is well known to the 
boolsie and his credit has been established. 


Conviction More Difficult to Get 


‘An indicatién of how careful bookies are about picking — 
customers they can-trust is one suspected. Edmonton operation 
where police believe the bookie and all his customers are 
Chinese, Another man is said to take bets only from Jewish 
clients he knows personally. 

There are usually several arrests each year. Only one has 
been made in Edmonton in 1967, presumably because it is 
difficult to get evidence on such tight operations. 

Most Western cities have their share of raids, usually made 
by city police with the RCMP — the provincal force in the four 
provinces — just “accompanying” them. But some bookies say 
the raids are RCMP-directed. 

Fabulous amounts once were bet in Edmonton on football 
and hockey as well as horse racing but the torrent has dried to 
a trickle. One reason is that bookies find it nearly impossible to 
“ay off” the excess with bie bookies, formerly in Saskatoon, 
lately in Calgary and now probably only in Montreal. 

This doesn’t mean that what bets are laid are small. The 
clientele is mostly uppercrust. The $2 bet is almost non-existent 
and even $5 and $10 bets are rare.

Another view is that with the layoff possible only in 
Montreal, the U.S. mobs. are getting deeply involved in the 
cperation. This has led to speculation that recent raids are the 
result of RCMP determination to ‘‘shake up”’ these mobs. 

One report is that the top man in Calgary — the man with 
whom all bookies in the West used to lay off large bets — has 
moved into another line in another province following the raids. 

There is no official“estimate of the amount being bet here 
But it’s certainly far less than in Vancouver where there 
appears to be considerable action — an estimated $65,000,000 
annually on the horses and another $15,000,000 on football 


games.

THE FOUR SEASONS 
Wildlife Documentary 
By Wilf Gray 

The misty water colors of 
Vancouver Island’s West Coast 
blend with the exotic hues of the 
Okanagan in peach-time as Wilf 
Gray presents an exciting 
record of the four seasons in 
British Columbia. 

Here is a one-man movie 
enterprise that never fails to 
deliver the best. Wilf Gray is 
his own producer, director, 
script writer, cameraman and 
editor, and he combines infinite 
skill and patience with an 
impressionistic camera style of 
his own: 

His sound effects are authen- 
tic on-the-spot recordings and 
much of the mood music 
(sparingly used) comes from 
his own record collection, 

Mr. Gray's earlier work, 
Breath of Spring, was recog- 
nized as a major contribution to 
wildlife photography, which won 
many awards. The Four Sea- 
sons seems likely to win as 
many or more. 

Although it is a chronology of 
British Columbia in all its 
moods over a period of a year, 
The Four Seasons is not confined | 
to any one area at any particu-| 
lar season,

It opens in January with sea 
lions frolicking off Vancouver 
Island’s West Coast: then jumps 
to Victoria's Thomas Francis 
Park for some vivid close-ups of 
wild birds, including the red- 
polled woodpecker. 

Moving to the Mainland, Mr. 
Gray follows the changing sea- 
sons across the B.C. interior. He 
studies the incredible beaver as 
it dams streams and rivers and 
fells trees against the natural 
lie of the trunk. 

His bear studies are par- 
ticularly intriguing and one of 
them shows a_nine-weeks-old 
cub struggling nervously down a 
difficult tree. The dance of the 
sharp-tailed grouse is matched 
by shots of Canada geese, snow 
geese, white-tailed fawns and 
red-winged. gulls.

Israel and Jordan battled with planes, tanks and 
jartillery for four hours along the Jordan. River cease- 
fire line today in the biggest clash between the two 


nations since the Mideast war last June. 


Jordan reported it shot down 
|two Israeli- jet fighters, de- 
stroyed two tanks and wiped out 
two gun emplacements .in the 
fourth day of fighting in the 
Jordan Valley. 

Israel said ane of -its Mystere 
jet fighters was. shot down by 
Jordanian anti-aircraft batteries 
and .its-pilot- was seen para- 
chuting into Jordanian territory 
on the east side of the. river. 

Israeli authorities’ said ‘the 
Mystere was one of. several 
planes which déstroyed six 
Jordanian, tankg and one . ar- 
mored car during the battle. 

An-Israeli spokesman said one 
Israeli soldier was killed and 
another wounded. 

Jordan made no mention of 
casualties in what it described

UFAW, Leaders 
Lose Appeals

Appeals by the United Fishermen and Allied Work- 
ers’ Union and two of its leaders were rejected by the 


B.C. Appeals Court today. 


The court upheld the $25,000 fine against the union 
and one-year jail sentences against president Steve 
Stavenes and secretary Homer Stevens, both of Van- 
couver, imposed earlier this year by Mr. Justice Dohm 


in B.C. Supreme Court: 


The. court earlier upheld the] 
convictions, with the exception 
of one against union business 
agent Jack Nichol of Vancouver. 


They were found guilty of 
criminal contempt of court for 
comments and a union -mem- 
bership vote on whether an 
injunction issued last March in 
the Prince Rupert fishing dis- 
pute should be obeyed. 


"VAIN EFFORT’ 


The: five-page judgment of 
Chief Justice H. W. Davey and 
Mr.. Justices Lord and Tysoe 
said in part: 

“The punishment imposed 
here is more severe than any 


needs would result in a mini- 
mum bill of $30 million being 
presented to the people in April. 

It also-stated that one of the 
suggestions likely to be made by 
Dr. Harvey Agnew next spring 
would be for a new 500-bed 
hospital in the Royal Oak area. 

Dr. Agnew has stated that to 
date he has made no recom- 
mendations as’ to bed needs and 
stressed his report is still being 
compiled. 

SEES PLOT 

Mr. Tisdalle said Saturday's 
story was ‘a plot to pre-sell”’ 
the report in favor of a new St. 
Joseph’s Hospital. 

The story suggested that with 
the building of a new St. 
Joseph’s the existing hospital 
could be converted to a chronic 
and extended: care’ centre ‘thus 
relieving the acute bed short- 


age.

“In fact, their general good 
reputation was belied in this 
particular field by their wrong- 
headed opinion that. judgments 
of the court are subordinate to 
the interests of the union.’ 

After the judgment, fisher- 
men’s union lawyer John Stan- 
ton of Vancouver said he had no 
comment except that there can 
be no further appeal ‘on the. 
sentences.

“But, with the $10 ticket, she 
said she couldn't run it into the 
machine, or something like that, 
Mr. Hubscher testified. 

Neil McLeod, accounting clerk 
at central police court,.said all 
the tickets referred to in the 
charges had been received in 
court but there was no record of 
the fines being rung up on the 
till.

‘VAIN EFFORT’ 


The five-page judgment of 
Chief Justice H. W. Davey and 
Mr. Justices Lord and Tysoe 
said in part: 

“The punishment imposed 
here is more severe than any 
heretofore imposed for similar 
offences but it is not disporpor- 
tionate to the lesser penalties 
recently imposed in this prov- 
ince in a vain effort to restrain 
this type of contempt. 

“There is obviously a point 
where the benefits to be antici- 
pated by a union and unionists 
from their illegal conduct will 
not justify the punishment likely 
to be suffered for contempt of 
court. 


“When that point is reached 
this type’ of contempt will stop. 
If that point has not yet been 
reached, the punishment must 
be progressively increased until 
it is.” 


DELIBERATE 


The appeal judgment on the 
sentences said the union, 
Stavenes and Stevens were 
nd’ to have committed a 
criminal contempt of court. by 
deliberately defying it.
